CONVICT KILLED AT 
VICTORIA GAOL. . 


ROPE BREAKS IN DARING 
BID FOR LIBERTY. 


FALLS FORTY FEET. 


AFTER BREAKING out of his cell and temporarily 
gaining the roof of a prison block, a long-term 
prisoner at Victoria Gaol was killed last night in a daring 
attempt to gain the street by means of ‘an improvised 
rope, which snapped under the strain of his weight. 
The convict fell some forty feet to the compound of the 
gaol and was‘killed instantly. 


This fatal bid for liberty was made round about 
9.30. p.m. in piteh darkness, the man having previously 


made a rope constructed of rags, 
his own clothing, it is believed, .

BREAKS OUT OF CELL. 


The fall fuets of a daring ats 
tempt to escape from Victoria Gaol 
nt 9.30 pam. inst night, resulting 
in the death of one of the prisoners, 
are Leing investigated at an in- 
quest to be held: this afternoon, 
when doubtful points are expect- 
ed to be clearad up. 

The dead man was tiamed Chau 
Wei, and he was serving « sentence 
of twenty years’ hard Iabour, in 
‘connexion, it is understood, with a 
case of Sending threatening letters 
and - association with a Triad 
society. 

He had served seven years of his 
sentence, and last night was incar- 
cerated in a cell in the top floor 
of the three-storeyed "“E" Etall. 
which is situated on the Arbuth- 
not Road side of the gaol, 


No Alarm Raised. 


He was alone in. the cell and it 
is thought in official quarters that 
no other prisoners were concerned 
in the man’s bid ‘for freedom, for 
which he had evidently been prepar- 
ing for some considerable | time 
past. 

The attempt ut eserape was not 
discovered until the dead body of 
the convict was found in the com- 
pound of the guol by a warder on

Lord Beaverbrook 
recogniscs that in many of the 
Colonies the only practicable method 
for raising the bulk of their revenues 
must be by a tax on importa, Direct 
taxation as a rule, we know, under 
present Colonial circumstances, Is 
Jmpracticable: But his cane is that 
the Colonies should raise their tariffa 
from the present level against the 
foreigners, so as to give such a real 
and. effective advantage to - British 
goods as to permft of their successful

“Advantages.” 


“In , the making of | arrangemonts 
between Great Britain ond the 
Colonies there should be’ full 'con- 
sultation. We presume the procedure 
would entail o Conference between 
the local Governora and their trade 
officials and advisers on the one aide, 
and the British Minister and his 
advisers on the other side. 

“Lord Beaverbrook believes the 
advantages that the Colonics would 
reap from his fiseal policy (as thus 
outlined) would be very. substantial. 
Great Britain would still continue to 
let into her markets Colonial products 
quite free of duty, but would impose, 
a tariff against and upon all foreign 
geods.

Alfonso is leaving for Paris, at 
noon. i 

The People to Decide. 

“Make it quite élear that his 
Majesty has not abdicated,” said 
the Duke of Miranda, Alfonso’s 
miujor domo, when interviewed by 
Reuter. Alfonso, who declined to 
see interviewers, instructed the 
Duke of Miranda to make a atate- 
ment on his behalf. 

The Duke declared that the King 
fully retained all his Royal prero- 
gatives. His sole object in leaving 
Spain was to avoid civil war. 
The Kirig would allow the people 
to pronounce their desires de- 
finitely at the general elections in 
June, and bow to the decision of 
the people. 

Alfonao plans to join his facnily 
in Paris, where they | will stay 
some time. After that the Royal 
family may xo to London, but

SUNDAY CINEMAS. 


We imagine that there will be 
quite a deal of controversy in Eng- 
land over the Bill which is shortly 
to be introduced in the House of 
Commons to deal with the Sunday 
apening of cinemas and other places 
of entertainment, The amend- 
ment of the law has become neces- 
sary because @ certain wideawake 
young lady has obtained a ruling, 
under very old Acts of Parlinment, 
that Sunday entertainments = are 
Megal The of 
sunday — Observance Acts has 
hitherto been ignored, but an at- 
tempt is now to be made to regu- 
larize the situation by empowering 
Cotinty or Borough Councils to 
issue licences, after consulting local 
feeling. The Bill will nat empower 
the presentation of stage plays on 
Sundays, a somewhat anomalous 
restriction secing that, v cre per- 
mission is given, “talkies” may be 
sereencd. This point will ao doubt 
be taken up when the Bill comes en 
for discussion. 

Whilst there is much to be said 
for leaving this matter to local 
option, as provided by the Bill, 
there is a danger that it may be- 
come the iasue at-all Council elee- 
tions, to the exclusion of other 
subjects of far greater importance 
to the community. - There is, in- 
deed, a prospect that “Shall cinemas 
open on Sundays?” will swallow up 
such issues as whether: siumg shall 
continue to be open all the year 
round, Sundays included. As one 
writer has remarked, it will be hard 
for men or women well qualified 
by experience “and training to ad- 
minister Public Health and Educa- 
tion Acts to find themselves defeat- 
ed at the poll because they are not 
deemed “sound,” one way or the 
other, on Sunday. opening. Under 
this single electoral test, reaction- 
aries and ignoramuses may get 
elected, while far better candidates 
from the standpoint of efficient 
local government may be rejeeted. 
It is, indeed, doubtful whether this 
Sunday opening question should be 
delegated to bodies chosen for quite 
other purposes, The whole matter

pose. One thing seems certain, 
namely, that local option will great- 
ly incrense Sunday travelling, a 
point which Sabbatarians seem to 
overlook.

"Speople who, lacking other means of 


entertainment, prefer clnemns to 
public houses on Sundays, from 
taking a trip to the towna where 
they can have their wants catered 
to. This, in turn, will increnso the 
number of Sunday workers, inas- 
much as extra provision will have 
to be made for the additional traffic. 
But points such ag these are likely 
to be overlooked by the strict Sab- 
batarinna, who will probably be 
more animated by feelings of 
opposition to cinemas than’ by’ con- 
siderations of the general question 
of what people will do if and when 
these places of entertainment ore 
shut down. . 

It is well, in these matters, to 
renlise that people have a perfect 
right.to spend their Sundays ac- 
cording to their own desires, oO 


-}tong as they do not impinge on the 


righta of others, It does not follow 
because places of entertainment are 
opened on Sundays that everybody 
will go to them: the choice will be 
left» to the individual, There 
would, therefore, seem no necessity 
for changing existing: conditions. 
All that need be done ia to abolish 
the age-worn Acts and thus re- 
gularise the If there 
were no demand for Suriday enter- 
tainment, cinemas and other places 
of amusement would not epen on 
that day. The fact that they do 
open, and attract, large audiences, 
ja a sufficient proof that the demand 
for such entertainment exists.

Census Figures. 

The preliminary census figures, 
setting: aut 862,952 as a close ap- 
proximation to the. total of | the 
civilian population of the Colony, 
reveal a grawth exceeding , 25 
per cent. in a peried of ten years. 
Yet this is oa striking increase 
counting as a disanpointment, for 
it was confidently expected in 
certain quarters that the million 
mark would be reached. Kowloon 
has contributed’ more than its 
share. to this desiderntum, if it 
may so be regarded, the apring- 
ing up of new “townships” at 
Kowloon Tong and Mongkok, the 
rapid development of nll parts of 
Old and New Kowloon, and an in- 
creasing tendency to centre the 
Colony’s main residential areas 
npen the. mainland, having pro- 
duced a doubling of the popula. 
tion since 1921, the, respective 
figures being 123.448 and 262,289. 
The growth of the island is sub- 
ject to considerable — restriction, 
av the opening up of the Praya 
East Reclamation area has not 
yet made any appreciable differ- 
ence. The net increase of popu 
lation on the island fs smaller 
than that which took place in the 
ten 1911-1921, and the 
enumerations in other quartera re- 
venl figures unchanged to any 
notable extent. The figures are 
exceedingly interesting, and the 
complete analysis, which is not ex- 
pected for some little time, should 
be more so. The most important 
indication consists in this, the 
classifications suggest that the 
Colony is adding, rapidly to its 
permanent residents. More faml- 
lies are making their homes here. 
There is less af the Chinese prac- 
tice of engaging in business in 
Hongkong and then, when a sufii- 
cient competence has been built 
up, retiring to the country. This 
is, of course, purely a matter of 
inference. In 1921, the propor- 
tion of femules to males was “633 
per thousand. In 1931, the pro- 
‘portion was 742 per thousand 
Facts are perhaps more clearly 
shown by the gross totals, show- 
ing that there are 120,000 more 
women in the Colony to-day than 
ten years ago while the male in- 
crease is placed at 106,000.

production,

quarter thatthe British Rubber 
Growers Association has -cir- 
evlnrised 120 British and fndian 
rabber growers, inviting: then: to 
co-operate ina form of restriction. 

Ninety-two growers, represent- 
ing in annual production — of 
46,000 tons from a total of British 
and Indian production of — 66,000 
tona, have replied favourably to 
the proposal and consequently the 
total rubber production which the 
new  Axsoclation will represent

The Chamber's Reply. 


In reply the Chamber pointed

China, the imposition of duties in 
Hongkong oon all hon- empire 
goods would merely divert this 
trade to other porta in Ching 
where Chinese dutits only hid to 
be reckoned with.

“merely involved duties on 
foreign goods for local tonsump- 


dion, the differentiation of theac 


and other goods would require a 
Customs organization, and the 
institution of large bonded ware- 
houses, the cost of which--not to 
mention. delay: and inconvenience 
to focal merchants--would be, out 
of all proportion to the benefits 
derived in inereasing the sale 
Empire yoods consumed locally. 


Detrimental to Colony. 


The Chamber also drew vatten- 
tion te the fact that Hongkong 
would not share to any appreci- 
able extent in - the recipropgat 
advantages whieh other Colonies 
would derive ander the scheme 
envisaged — by “Empire free 
Trade" for preferential treatment 
for Colonial. preduce in Great 
Britain and throughout the 
Empire, There were few mann 
facturing concerns in’ Hangkong 
competing in Empire markets, 
Moreover, all the materials which 
formed the basis upon which local 
industries are developed, cum 
from outside the Colony, and very 
little of what was manufactured 
here could claim to owe the per- 
contage of its total value to the 
labour expended on it) in the 
Colony, and) materials produced 
by the Colony, which was required 
by the Dominions nt present 
granting Imperial Preference, and 
which, presumably, would be re- 
quired under any scheme for ex- 
tending such Preference through- 


out the Empire. 

For these reasons, the Chamber 
stated it could not lend its sup- 
port to a policy which would react 
so detrimentally an the prosperity 
of the Colony and port of Honge- 
kong.

A NEW MACHINE 
’ RIFLE, — 


COMBINED ‘VICKERS' 
AND ‘LEWIS.’ 


TESTS TO BE MADE. 


_ Important  dewlopments and 
acientifle expuriments are taking: 
pince at the Small | Arms School 
(Machine Gun Wing), Netheravon, 
It is quite possible that within a 
comparatively carly date A con- 
siderable change will take place’ in 
the cquipment of Infantry bat- 
talions which, without reducing 
their fire power, will add simplicity 
to their weapon cquipment by re- 
placing the Vickera and the Lewis 
gund by machine rifles. 

To-day. the Infantry Battallon 
Commander, in the tactical handing 
of his unit, has to consider how to 
make the best use of not fewer than 
seven instruments of destruction— 
the Vickers machine gun, the Lewls 
gun (light automatic), rifle, bay- 
onet, grenade, light) mortar, and 
anti-tank gun. Spoke. too, has to 
play its part. 

The machine gun (Vickers) — fs 
the principal arm of the -Infantry 
soldier—the ‘“wenpon of  oppor- 
tunity.” Lt is the most satisfac- 
tery of the trio of automatic ma- 
chines which have received 40 much 
atention since the European War. 
The Hotchkiss (the Cavalry light 
nutomatic) has gone; the Lewis 
(the Infantry Ught antomatic) is 
going, and now the Vickers machine 
un is threatened. 

During this year’s training two 
selected “rifle machine guns”’—the 
Vickers-Berthler (a British” gun) 
and the Madsen (of: Danish manu- 
facture)—nre to be tested with a 
view to finding a weapon which will 
anewer the purpose ct beth the 
Vickers machine gun and the Lewis 
automatic, 

Reliability. 


The Vickers-Berthier muchine 
rifle ts manufnetured by Messrs, 
Vickers und is similar. in design 
te the Danish rifle. There are, 
however, differences in construc 
thon, and it needs the trained eye 
and hand of the Netheravon ex- 
perts to assess their valur. It is 
claimed for the gas-operated, ‘au- 
tomatic weapon of British manu- 
facture that for simplicity, re- 
linbility, aeeuracy and lightness, it 
shows a considerable advance on 
the Lewis gun and might with nd- 
vantage replace the Vickers ma- 
chine gun, while it has the same 
standard of accuracy at the British 
Service rifle. 

The mechanism consists of two 
main pleces—breech-block and pis- 
ton, The barre) can be changed 
during firing with an interval of 
from six to eight seconds between 
shots. : 

The magazine, which holds 30 
rounds, can be changed in ‘two 
seconds. - Through the manipula- 
tion of a lever near the trigger, the 
rifle can be used’ elther as an auto- 
matic weapon or for independent 
firing. Used as a single-shot rifle, 
90 aimed shots can be fired in one 


minute, 
Light-weight. 


As to weight, the Vickers-Ber- 
their, with two-lexged rest (a tripod 
is also available as with the Vickers 
gun), docs not exceed 20ibs., ns 
compared with approximately 284 
lbs. of the Lewis and 41 lbs. (with 
water in casing) of the Vickers 
machine gun. The mounting, .in- 
crenses the weight of the Vickers 
by’ about 48lbs. The rate of fire 
of the Vickers-Berthier is 450 
rounds per minute, as against 600 
rounds per minute of the Vickers, 

If the experts decide in favour 
of the substitution of the rifle 
machine gun for the Vickers and 
the Lewis, it ig not unlikely that 
the new weapon will reduce the 
‘present proportion of rifles in a 
The existing organisa- 
tion of a battalion of Infantry 
comprises a headquarter wing, one 
machine gun company, and three 
rifle compnnies. The headquarter 
wing is to have four anti-tank wea- 
pons, together with two Lewis 
machine guns for anti-aireraft de- 
fence, Ench rifle company. has 
eight Lewis guns, There are 12 
Vickers,machine guns to cach 
battalion, which on mobilisation, 
would be raised to 16, :

A KNIFE INCIDEn 1 ENDS 
IN COURT CASE, - 


Two Magistrates (Mr. Schofield 
and Mr, Williams) sat together at 
the Central Police Court yester- 
day afternoon in a case in which 
Chan Kow, who has a bad-erfminal 
record, was charged with stealing 
un purse from a pedoatrian at 
Queen’s Rond West. Police also 
alleged that he endeavoured to use 
a knife on- a District Watchman 
who took him into custody on the 
Srd Instant. . 

The District Watchman, Yuen 
Tak-cheong, anid he arrested the 
defendant ‘after sceing him peep 
into: other’ people’s pockets: He 
propelled him along after securing 
a hold of the back of his trouncrs 
band, and on the man resisting, 
trod on hik bare toes, 

“That gave him a pain and he 
moved on,” exslained the witness 
to the Court. aera 

Neur Queen's Street, the defen- 
dant resisted violently, and wit- 
ness had to throw him to the 
round, In that position, the 
defendant drew a knife and en- 
deavoured to strike him with it. 
A passer-by “in foreign attire 
intervening, frustrated the blow 
by catching at the defendant's 
wrist. 

Replying to the charge, defen- 
dant denied that he ever intended 
using the knife on the watchman, 
The knife, he anid, fell out of his 
pocket with a bunch of keys, In 
the recumbent position he then 
was, it would be a diMecult matter 
to unclasp the blade. ils case 
was that the knife remained un- 
clasped, 

Their Worships examined the 
Lnife in question, and came to the 
conclusion that there was not suf- 
feient evidence in support of the 
serious alleration, They pointed 
oul certain discrepancies in’ the 
datements of the two witnesses 
tor the prosecution, “At the 
sate time.” Mr. Sehofield 
observed, ‘} would like te express 
the thanks of this Court to the 
witness (referring to the passer: 
by whe intervened) for coming 
forward to the assistance of the 
constable, fle has done very well 
indeed.” 

Rreeords were produced, and the 
defendant admitted having been 
convicted on five previous occa. 
sions, between 1923 and 1929, for 
similar affences. “Believe jt or 
not, | have been endeavouring to 
keep straight within the Inst two 
yenrs. owas granted a hawker's 
license, but that was last) year, 
Now, [ haven't got. the where- 
withal to have it renewed.” 

He appealed for' clemency, 
declaring that he wns forced to 
steal from sheer necessity, having 
a wife and child to support. 

After considering the matter, 
the Court inflicted a sent. ace of 
nine months’ hard labour.

ships.” defendant said as he was 
removed from the dock.

OPIUM TRAFFICKERS 
- SENTENCED. 


WOMAN'S ASSISTANCE 
- ACKNOWLEDGED. 


A conviction was registered, by 
Mr. ‘Schofield, at the Central 
Police Court yesterday afternoon, 
againat a Chinese, who waa charg- 
ed, In conjunction with « woman, 
with being in’ possession of 65 
taols of raw opium, which war 
found on the woman as she disem- 
barked from the Star Ferry on 
Monday last. - 

The man wns betrayed by the 
womnn, who gave the Revenue De- 
partment his address, informing 
them that he had been the person 
who had given her the opium to 
carry. After. visiting several 
different places, Revenue Officer 
Ward arrested the man as he was 
about to enter 7, Tung Street, on a 
bench in which shop was ‘subse- 
quently seized a parcel containing 
80 tacls of raw opium. 

Yesterday, the prosecution 
called a foki of the shop at -7, 
Tung Strect who said that he saw 
the male defendant, together with 
another, in Tung Street on the 
morning of his arrest. He had 
been enrrying a parcel, which he 
handed to his friend, who then 
left it on the bench in the shop, 
he being a frequenter of the place. 
This was the parce! subsequently 
found by the revenuo officers. 

Revenue Officer Ward pointed 
out to his Worship that the’ female 
defendant was one of the few 
women who had assisted — the 
authoritles to arrest the owner of 
the contraband. In the majority 
of cases the women carriers took 
full responsibility and went to 
gaol without disclo.ing the source 
of origin. : 

His Worship intimated that he 
would take that fact into consi- 
deration in the womun’s sentence, 
Owing to her great ansistance to 
the police in finding the man, she 
would be fined only $26 or six 
weeks’ hard dabour in default. 
The man was fined $2,000 or one 
year's hard labeur.

The Changkiang, on a voyage to 
Shanghol from Hongkong, foundered 
Inst month. with the loss of a few 
lives, and now news has been received 
in tho Colony of tha total loss of 
the x.n. Limchow. which grounded off 
Pochim Pagoda, Hainan Strait. after 
colliding with the French steamer 
Canton on Tuesday afternoon. 


No Liven Loat, . 


Fortunately, this Inst shipping 
disaster has not been attended by 
any losa of life, All the passengers 
were taken off Immcdintely after the 
verse] had grounded, and Capt. 
Morganti, the Master, ond hin crew 
of about 80, including four European 
officers. left the ship when it was 
deemed unsafe to remain ns she began 
tomhhow signs of breaking up. 

It Ja belleved that three ships helped 
in tnking the pnasnengers and crew of 
the foundered Limchow to Holhow, 
from where they will proceed to 
Haiphong, The Canton, which wan 
involved in the collision, took 
off rome of the paanengers, 
while the Kinangsu, which ‘was 
in the vicinity, took the rest. A 
third vessel, which in thought to be 
the French steamer Tonkin, was in 
tlme to accommodate the officers and 
crow. 

Arriving at Hoihow, Capt, Morganti 
nent n mersago to Hongkong, inform- 
Ing Mesars, Sing Kee & Co.,, the Joenl 
agents, of the latent development, the 
mensnge being received here yerter- 
day afternoon, It was also stated 
that as the Limchow had already sunk, 
AQ reacuc tug war not necessary.

Like the Changkiang, the Limchow 
bus been insured with the American 
Asinthe Underwriters. 


Well-Known Here. 


The foundered vessel is well-known 
In Hongkong, being on a regular run 
between Haiphong and Canton vin 
Pakhoi, Hothow and Hongkeng. She 
haa, it ia understood, completed 154 
voynges on this run. 

She had a cargo of con! and other 
reneral cargo on this jll-futed voyage, 
and it in fenred that, Hke the ship, 
the cargo will be a total loss, 

Tho Limchow was a steel screw 
steamer of 2,239 tons grosa, and 1,316 
tons nett. She was built in 1894 by 
Blohm & Voss, at Hamburg, and was 
first, known as Thekla Bohlen, which 
was later changed to Song Ma, on a 
change of ownership. She passed in- 
to the hands of Cie Pannier of Hni- 
phong some nine years ago, when her 
name wns altered to Limchow.

Tho downward trend in the prico 
of silver, and consequent drop in the 
valuc of the Hongkong dollar, together 
swith the existence of world-wide trade 
depression, continued to be the prin- 
elpal anxicties of the local business 
community during 1920. During the 
first six months of the year the steady 
decline In exchange deterred Chinese 
buyers from entering Into fresh com- 
mitments, and demand was met, to a 
large extent, by stocks imported dur- 
Ing 1929 and earlier, at more favour- 
able exchange rates. As stocks be- 
came exhausted, and exchange, during 
the second half of the year, remained 
steady at 1s. 3d. to In. 4d. considerable 
business was put through. Lower 
prices of raw matorio)s and keen com. 
petition amongst supplicrs of cotton 
yoods and motals ted to a reduction 
fn prices which largely offsct the drop 
in exchange. The advantage which the 
fall in the value of silver currency 
waa expected to give ta export trade 
was not‘in fact experienced, beenuse 
of lack of Intercat on the part of buy- 
ing markets abrond, due to depresred 
Industrial conditions and the accumu- 
Intion of ntocka. The slump has also 
adversely affected Chinn Conatal 
shipping. 

Japanese competition stfil increases 
in intensity and scope, and han prac- 
tienlly driven cheaper lines of British 
cotton -plece-goods from the market. 
Considerable participation by Chinese 
mills ‘fs now apparent, and increasing 
competition from that quarter must 
be reckoned with. The British Econo- 
mic Mission to the Far Enst, appoint. 
ed to enquire inte the possibilities of 
developing British trade in this part 
of the world, arrived in Chinn and 
Japnn during the perlod under re. 
view, and Investigated Hongkong 
trading conditions during February, 
1921. The report of the Mission is 
awaited with great interest. 

The sharp fall in the valuc of the 
Hongkong dollar in recent months 
hna naturally led to discussion of the 
possibilities of stabilising the cur- 
rency of the Colony on a gold stand- 
ard. When arked by the Government 
for its views, your Committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that, Hongkong 
being commercially part of China, a 
change from n silver currency would 
he inndvisnble while China remains 
ona silver standard, The Committee 
joined with the Committee of the 
British Chamber of Commerce, .Shang- 
hal, [n requesting the China Associn- 
tion to mnke representations to the 
British Government in favour of 
internntional action on the whole 
question of — ajlver, particularly a3 
affecting China trade ond the coun- 
try’s nbility to meet its obligations. 


Virtue of Stability. 


The Chamber having been ap- 
proached by the Government in Apru, 
1930, for its views on the currence: 
problem, confirmed with certain modi- 
fientions in the light of subsequent 
dlevelopments, its letter of 28th Nov- 
ember, 1929, in reply to the Govern- 
ment’s request for Its views on the 
“immediate and prospective effect on 
the trade and general prosperity of 
the Colony of the recent fall in ex- 
change and return of the local cur- 
rency to a silver basis," mare pnarti- 
culnrly the following paragraph: “As 
tho exchange situation has. led to 
suggestions that the Colony’s currency 
should be based upon gold, the Com- 
mittee takes the opportunity to re- 
mark that, the ideal currency being 
one that is stable, there is much to‘be 
anid in favour of a gold currency. 
But Hongkong being commercially 
part of China, a silver standard 1s, 
in the opinion of-the Committee, In- 
evitable.- That it will fluctuate is

low exchange in tending to promote 
the flow. of capital to the Colony from 
nbroad (referred to in the Chamber's 
letter of November), it was agreed 
that in norma) times this should 
benefit the Colony, especially from an 
investor's point of view, by making 
the money market easy, but since the 
above had been written the influx of 
enpital from outside had been carried 
to excess and had had the effect of 
keeping up the «premium on notes 
over silver, The higher the premium, 
the grenter the danger of fluctuations, 
which were exercising a most detri- 
mental effect on the trade of the 
Colony. In conclusion, the Chamber 
commented that the premium on notes 
over silver was not likely to rise in 
view of the fact that the rates on 
fixed deposits had been lowered by the 
Banks, nnd expressed the view that 
a reduction in such premium would 
uppear to be contingent on capital 
being taken out of the Colony.
